Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

Article  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriation  of  the  same. 

Article  3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  highway  purposes. 

Article  4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  services  of  a  district  nurse. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Memorial  Day. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  advertising. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  during  the  current  year  on  the 
credit  of  the  Town  to  pay  current  indebtedness  in  anticipation 
of  taxes. 

Article  8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  removal  of  garbage. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  for  State  Aid  Construction  of  highways. 


Article  10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  Control. 

Article  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Bethlehem  Outing  Club. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Budget 
Act. 

Article  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  White  Mountain  Region,  and 
the  Franconia  Notch  Area. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  convey  by  deed  any  interest  which  the  Town 
holds  in  the  highway  in  front  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
at  Bethlehem  Junction,  which  lies  northerly  from  the  north 
edge  of  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  church  premises. 

Article  15.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  relative 
to  deeding  and  disposing  of  the  old  Highway  formerly  running 
through  the  James  J.  Harrington  land  in  said  Bethlehem,  and 
lying  between  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  and  the  Am- 
monoosuc  River  and  which  was  replaced  by  a  new  Highway 
on  the  north  side  of  the  said  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  and 
deeded  to  the  Town  of  Bethlehem  by  James  J.  Harrington, 
January  27,  1930,  and  in  which  said  deed  the  Town  agreed  as 
a  part  of  the  consideration,  to  deed  said  old  Highway  to  the 
said  James  J.  Harrington, — and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  or 
such  other  persons  as  the  Town  may  designate,  to  execute  and 
deliver  a  deed  to  said  property,  to  Elbirdie  E.  Randall  the 
present  owner  of  the  said  James  J.  Harrington  farm,  or  to  such 
other  person  as  the  Town  may  designate. 

To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  relative 
to  the  acquisition  of  land  for  aircraft  landing  area  or  airport 
for  all  purposes  incident  to  aviation  development,  and  to  ac- 
quire said  land  by  gift,  purchase,  or  by  right  of  eminent 
domain,  as  may  be  necessary  for  said  purpose  or  purposes,  and 
to  erect  thereon  and  maintain  such  buildings  or  other  struc- 


tures  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this 
vote, — and  to  appoint  a  committee  with  the  power  to  make 
such  contracts,  leases  and  deeds  in  the  name  and  in  behalf  of 
the  Town, — and  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  out  this  vote. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  make  an  investigation  of  the  street  lighting  on 
Main  Street  and  improve  the  same. 

Article  18.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting.

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Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  School  Board: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  relative  to 
your  schools. 

The  school  enrollment  is  about  the  same  as  for  the  past 

two  years,  somewhat  below  that  of  the  years  immediately  pre- 
ceding.    The  enrollment  by  grades  this  year  is:

The  total  enrollment  for  a  period  of  years  has  been  as 
follows:

The  enrollment  in  your  schools  each  year  is  considerably 
larger  than  the  average  membership  or  the  average  attendance. 
Several  pupils,  summer  guests,  usually  enter  school  in  Sep- 
tember and  remain  in  school  until  returning  to  their  homes. 
Several  pupils  whose  parents  have  business  interests  in  town 
are  in  school  here  in  the  fall  and  in  the  spring.  These  pupils 
are  counted  in  the  total  enrollment.  Their  absence  during 
much  of  the  year  reduces  the  average  membership.  The  pres- 
ent membership  is  161.  School  costs  are  usually  based  on 
average  membership.  A  school  district,  however,  must  be  pre- 
pared to  house,  provide  school  materials  for,  and  instruct  all 
who  apply  for  admission. 

The  table  headed  Bethlehem  School  Finances  was  included 
in  last  year's  report.  The  costs  of  the  last  school  year,  closing 
June  30,  are  about  the  same  as  for  the  past  few  years.  The 
per  pupil  costs  were  slightly  more  as  the  number  of  pupils  was 
less  and  the  total  costs  a  little  more.    This  year  the  total  costs 
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will  be  somewhat  less,  the  number  of  pupils  at  least  as  great, 
and  the  cost  per  pupil  less. 

As  long  as  the  number  of  pupils  remains  around  200  the 
per  pupil  costs  will  be  relatively  high.  The  fixed  charges,  or 
overhead  expense,  caused  by  the  maintenance  of  your  excep- 
tionally fine  school  building  adds  enough  to  the  cost  of  in- 
struction to  make  the  average  cost  per  pupil  high  in  com- 
parison with  other  districts  in  the  state.  The  cost  on  the  basis 
of  equalized  valuation  is  one  of  the  lowest  in  the  state. 

The  appropriation  last  March  for  the  present  year  was 
$28,000.00.  The  year  previous  the  appropriation  was  $27,500.- 
00.  At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  June  30,  the  deficit  was 
$571.21.  This  deficit  will  be  increased  this  year  to  about 
$800.00.  The  average  total  receipts  for  the  past  five  years 
from  the  forestry  reserve  fund,  dog  licenses  and  tuition  have 
been  $524.22.  The  proposed  budget  next  year  is  $28,373. 
Adding  $800.00  to  this  and  subtracting  $524.00  from  the 
sum,  the  need  for  next  year  will  be  $28,649.00.  An  appro- 
priation of  $28,500.00  should  be  made  to  meet  this  need.  The 
school  building  bonds  are  being  retired  at  the  rate  of  $5,000.00 
each  year.    The  issue  is  now  reduced  to  $55,000.00. 

Last  summer  the  exterior  of  the  school  building  was  painted 
and  some  minor  repairs  were  made  inside.  A  new  motor  for 
the  pump  operating  the  vacuum  system  was  necessary.  Some 
repair  work  was  required  on  the  gymnasium  floor.  Next  sum- 
mer some  of  the  class-rooms  should  be  painted.  The  program 
adopted  for  repairs  includes  some  painting  each  year,  in  order 
that  costs  may  be  kept  fairly  uniform  in  this  budget  item. 

The  following  report  is  copied  from  that  of  Miss  Bryant  to 
the  Community  Nursing  Association  at  its  annual  meeting 
recently : 

"The  nursing  service  in  Bethlehem  made  204  visits,  115 
calls  for  bedside  nursing  care.  There  were  two  pre-school  chil- 
dren operated  upon  for  tonsil  conditions,  18  homes  were  visited 
for  bedside  care,  health  supervision  and  social  service  work. 
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"The  annual  school  examinations  at  Bethlehem  on  164  pupils 
showed  the  following  defects:  29  teeth,  five  tonsils,  three  heart, 
two  asthma,  one  orthopedic,  one  glandular,  14  defective  vision, 
and  14  underweight  10%.  Corrections  were  made  as  follows: 
15  dental,  four  vision  and  two  tonsil  cases. 

"Hot  lunches  were  served  through  the  winter,  and  clothing 
was  purchased  by  the  20th  Century  club  as  Christmas  pres- 
ents, gifts  greatly  appreciated  by  the  children  and  their  par- 
ents.    The  corrective  work  was  financed  by  this  club,  also." 

The  lunches  are  being  continued  this  year  as  previously. 
The  Surplus  Commodities  x^dministration  has  a  plan  for  dis- 
tribution of  surplus  commodities  to  schools.  Applications  for 
same  have  been  made  but  no  products  have  been  received  to 
date. 

In  addition  to  the  medical  examination  of  all  pupils  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  Dr.  Page  gives  special  examinations  to 
all  members  of  the  basketball  and  baseball  teams.  The  State 
Board  of  Education  has  recently  purchased  an  audiometer  for 
use  in  the  schools  of  Coos  and  Grafton  counties.  This  will 
make  possible  a  better  testing  of  the  hearing  of  all  pupils. 

The  gymnasium  and  playground  provide  excellent  oppor- 
tunity for  plays  and  games  at  all  times.  Teachers  should  plan 
as  varied  a  program  for  the  play  periods  as  possible.  The 
high  school  has  been  represented  by  basketball,  baseball,  golf, 
and  winter  sports  teams  during  the  past  year. 

Minor  changes  were  made  in  the  courses  of  study  this  year. 
A  course  in  general  science  has  replaced  the  course  in  physi- 
ography in  the  ninth  grade,  and  a  course  in  civics  has  re- 
placed the  course  in  history  of  civilization  in  the  same  grade. 
After  this  year  the  course  in  Modern  European  History  will 
be  omitted.  The  social  science  program  will  be  civics  in  grade 
nine,  World  History  in  grade  ten,  economics  in  grade  eleven, 
and  U.  S.  Constitutional  History  and  sociology  in  grade  twelve. 
The  science  program  will   be  general   science  in  grade   nine, 
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biology  in  grade  ten,  chemistry  in  grade  eleven,  and  physics 
in  grade  twelve.  These  changes  are  made  in  the  hope  of 
greater  practical  value  to  a  majority  of  pupils  taking  them. 

This  year  all  pupils  from  the  third  grade  through  the 
eighth  are  furnished  with  a  current  events  weekly  paper.  Some 
of  the  social  science  classes  in  high  school  also  have  a  current 
events  magazine.  These  papers  have  a  vocabulary  graded  to 
the  level  of  the  pupils'  reading  ability  and  have  many  teach- 
ing helps.  They  serve  as  good  reading  material  and  serve  to 
keep  the  pupils  informed  of  the  current  topics  in  the  nation 
and  elsewhere  in  the  world.  They  should  serve  as  builders  of 
good  citizenship.  The  interest  of  the  pupils  is  very  marked 
in  the  classes  I  have  visited. 

An  effort  has  been  made  in  recent  years  to  provide  more 
worthwhile  reading  material  in  the  different  grades.  So-called 
science  readers,  health  readers,  safety  readers,  art  stories, 
social  science  readers,  and  democracy  readers  have  replaced 
many  of  the  older  type  of  adventure  and  fairy  stories.  More 
attention  also  has  been  given  to  spelling  and  to  penmanship. 
Pupils  now  have  the  most  recent  spelling  books  and  penman- 
ship pads.  In  the  high  school  a  similar  effort  has  been  made 
to  select  text  books  of  approved  content  and  improved  method. 
Some  changes  still  need  to  be  made. 

The  instruction  in  music  this  year  has  been  less  supervised 
than  in  former  years.  The  illness  and  later  resignation  of 
the  music  supervisor  selected  to  succeed  Mrs.  dishing  has 
caused  a  break  in  the  program  for  the  high  school.  In  the 
elementary  grades  the  teachers  have  carried  on  the  work  with 
little  apparent  loss  of  efficiency.  A  new  music  supervisor  will 
soon  be  selected. 

The  motion  picture  machine,  purchased  last  year,  has  been 
used  for  classroom  instruction  and  for  assembly  programs. 
Visual  instruction  with  motion  pictures  has  proved  its  worth. 
More  good  films  are  being  produced  each  year.  The  cost  of 
operation  is  small  as  is  the  rental  of  many  of  the  films.     This 
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machine  will  probably  be  used  more  and  with  greater  value 
in  instruction  each  year. 

Two  changes,  besides  that  in  music,  have  been  necessary  in 
the  teaching  staff  this  year.  Mr.  Rafferty  resigned  to  continue 
the  study  for  his  doctorate  at  Fordham  University.  Miss 
Hunt  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  Massachusetts.  Mr. 
Francis  T.  Colclough,  a  graduate  of  Tufts  College,  with  some 
additional  courses  at  Boston  University,  and  Miss  Arline  Ma- 
hurin,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers  College,  were  selected 
for  these  vacancies. 

The  general  level  of  instruction  throughout  your  schools  is 
good.  The  teachers  are  well  trained  and  are  conscientious  in 
their  efforts.  Mr.  Betz  has  been  very  successful  in  developing 
cooperative  effort  of  teachers  and  pupils  in  school  activities. 
Pupils  in  the  elementary  grades  and  in  the  high  school  share 
the  privileges  of  the  auditorium  and  the  gymnasium.  In  the 
programs  of  Armistice  Day,  the  Christmas  season,  Memorial 
Day,  and  graduation  week  all  grades  have  participated.  Per- 
haps in  such  programs  the  value  of  having  all  your  pupils  in 
one  building  is  well  demonstrated.  Perhaps,  too,  on  such  oc- 
casions the  pupils  realize  a  bit  that  the  citizens  of  Bethlehem 
have  provided  exceptionally  well  for  their  educational  train- 
ing. 

Once  more,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  wise  counsel  in 
all  school  efforts.

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To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  following  is  my  fourth  annual  report  and  summary 
of  work.  The  total  enrollment  for  the  present  year  is  forty- 
nine  pupils.  At  present  there  are  ten  seniors,  five  juniors, 
thirteen  sophomores,  fourteen  freshmen  and  one  post-graduate 
attending  school. 

Because  a  large  number  of  pupils  continued  with  their  sum- 
mer work  some  time  after  school  opened  in  September  the 
percent  of  attendance  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  not 
good.  While  I  realize  the  necessity  for  this  work  pupils  who 
miss  too  much  work  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  are  often 
handicapped  throughout  the  entire  school  year.  Since  Sep- 
tember with  the  exception  of  a  period  following  the  Christmas 
holidays  when  there  was  a  severe  influenza  epidemic  the  at- 
tendance has  been  good.  Time  lost  when  school  was  closed 
will  be  made  up  during  our  next  two  vacations.  The  number 
of  tardinesses  has  been  unusually  low. 

The  standards  set  by  the  State  Department  of  Education 
were  fully  met  during  the  past  year.  I  am  glad  to  report  that 
the  results  of  the  tests  given  by  the  state  department  to  gradu- 
ating seniors  exceeded  the  median  for  the  state.  During 
Scholarship  Day  held  at  Plymouth  last  year  when  most  of 
the  New  Hampshire  schools  compete  in  various  subjects  the 
physics  team  entered  from  Bethlehem  placed  third. 

Because  the  teachers  felt  that  the  ranking  cards  which  have 
been  used  at  Bethlehem  were  inadequate,  with  your  permis- 
sion, a  new  form  was  put  into  use  this  year.  An  important 
part  of  the  card  has  to  do  with  qualities  which  go  to  make 
up  a  pupil's  citizenship  rating.  If  two  or  more  teachers  feel 
these  qualities  are  lacking  in  a  pupil  that  fact  is  made  known 
on  the  card  which  is  sent  home  to  the  parents.  If  someone 
does  not  measure  up  to  a  certain  standard  as  indicated  on  his 
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card  we  wish  to  emphasize  the  point  that  this  places  no  stigma 
on  the  pupil. 

Four  members  of  last  year's  graduating  class  have  entered 
institutions  of  higher  learning.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  all 
four  are  doing  good  or  excellent  work  in  their  respective  col- 
leges. Such  results  confirm  my  belief  that  any  of  our  gradu- 
ates who  possess  sufficient  ability  and  who  have  done  good 
work  while  in  our  school  can  do  successful  work  of  a  higher 
level.  At  the  present  time  our  graduates  are  in  the  following 
universities  and  colleges:  University  of  New  Hampshire,  Ply- 
mouth State  Teachers  College,  Miami  University  and  Notre 
Dame  University.  There  are  at  least  two  in  business  colleges 
and  several  are  studying  to  become  nurses. 

The  school  play  which  fully  measured  up  to  the  standards 
of  previous  years  has  already  been  given.  Plans  are  being 
made  for  another  school  play  to  be  given  later.  Pupils  not 
only  enjoy  taking  part  in  these  plays,  but  they  receive  valu- 
able training  from  them.  The  extra-curricular  program  is  no 
longer  considered  as  an  activity  distinct  from  the  classroom 
program.  A  pupil  who  takes  his  proper  place  in  society  must 
gain  experience  not  only  from  his  classroom,  but  from  the 
other  activities  in  the  school.  These  activities  must  be  varied 
enough  to  permit  as  many  students  as  possible  to  participate 
in  them. 

Another  thing  which  I  wish  to  call  to  your  attention  is 
the  urgent  necessity  of  training  pupils  to  realize  their  responsi- 
bilities in  a  democracy.  It  is  not  enough  for  us  to  tell  them 
what  those  responsibilities  are,  but  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
teacher  to  inculcate  those  habits  to  a  degree  where  their  execu- 
tion will  be  assured.  I  think  that  in  the  past  we  have  heard 
too  much  about  the  right  of  individuals  under  a  democratic 
government  and  too  little  about  the  responsibilities  we  owe 
to  that  government.  If  we  are  to  meet  the  challenge  of  those 
forms  of  government  which  are  so  distasteful  to  us  we  must, 
as  a  free  people,  be  prepared  to  accept  responsibilities  and 
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make  sacrifices.  Wishful  thinking  and  speeches  alone  will 
not  do  this.  One  of  the  important  functions  of  the  public 
school  is  to  teach  love  of  one's  country,  and  of  greater  im- 
portance is  to  train  growing  boys  and  girls  in  the  duties  and 
obligations  they  owe  their  country.  We,  as  teachers,  must 
instill  these  ideals  in  our  boys  and  girls  to  such  an  extent  as 
to  insure  a  continuance  of  them  in  practice  when  they  leave 
our  school.  If  we  have  done  a  good  job  we  need  never  worry 
about  the  future  of  our  way  of  living. 

On  the  whole  the  health  of  the  boys  and  girls  has  been  ex- 
cellent. Like  other  communities  we  had  the  misfortune  to 
lose  five  days  of  school  because  of  the  influenza  epidemic. 
From  experiences  that  other  communities  have  had,  you 
and  the  school  board  were  wise  in  closing  the  school.  When 
the  pupils  returned  to  school  the  enrollment  was  almost  back 
to  normal.     As  in  past  years  noon  lunches  are  being  served. 

We  are  attempting  this  year  to  give  closer  individual  super- 
vision than  ever.  The  results  have  already  more  than  justified 
the  extra  work  which  has  been  done.  Our  work  in  this  respect 
is  necessarily  handicapped  because  of  lack  of  teacher  time  and 
the  fact  that  so  many  of  our  pupils  live  some  distance  from  the 
school. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  fine  help  you  have 
given  the  teachers  and  me.  We  appreciate  the  fine  job  of 
supervising  you  have  done,  and  the  friendly  interest  you  have 
shown  our  school.  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  school  board,  the  teachers,  and  citizens  for  their  fine 
spirit  of  help  and  cooperation  throughout  the  school  year.
